A message from the president 
Indiana Library Trustees Association 


In the midst of war, library trustees and 
librarians must prepare for peace. The 
war will be won in the theatres of combat 
around the globe. The peace must be won 
throughout the world and on the home 
front as well. During the past year the 
libraries of this country have sponsored 
nation-wide forums to discuss war and post- 
war problems. These discussion groups 
have made their contribution to the devel- 
opment of a new national attitude toward 
international cooperation. Our libraries 
will continue to collect and disseminate 
informaticn regarding war and postwar 
problems. However, with persistent 
prophecies of early peace, in Europe at 
least, the emphasis will now be laid on 
planning for peace. Such planning is 
progressing, in industry and in some mu- 
nicipalities, from talking and worrying to 
the blueprint stage. What are library trus- 
tees and librarians doing about planning 
for the postwar library? What can they 
do about it? 


Insofar as such planning involves expen- 
ditures for improving and expanding build- 
ings, equipment and services, libraries are 
at a disadvantage. Unlike individuals and 
private business, libraries, except in cases 
of endowments, are unable at any time to 
accumulate any reserve of money for 
emergencies. Furthermore, when periods 
of business recession result in lowered na- 
tional income, the tendency in the past has 
been to curtail library budgets. However, 
library trustees and librarians can see to 
it that the library is included in any com- 
munity plans for the postwar era. Some 
libraries have already been invited to fur- 
nish suggestions and specifications of what 
they will require after the war to render 
the most effective service. The acceptance 
of such invitations will require library 
trustees and librarians to give thorough 
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CODIFICATION OF LIBRARY LAWS 


The following is a report of the address at the joint business meeting of the Indiana 
Library Association and the Indiana Library Trustees Association on October 8, 1943, 
by Dr. Frank E. Horack, professor of law, Indiana University School of Law. Professor 
Horack has graciously given of his time and talent to direct the work of the Committee 


on Legislation of the associations in the codification project. 


The report has been re- 


viewed by Professor Horack and is presented with his approval. 


Introducing the Job 


The compilation of a code embracing all 
the library laws of Indiana and classifying 
these laws by subject would appear to be 
a task as simple as clipping and pasting, 
but this would not produce a satisfactory 
result. 

It is necessary first to find out why each 
law came into existence. We must start 
from a picture of a library organization 
in existence in a particular community in 
response to a popular demand. The origi- 
nal law represented an expression of need 
felt by the public. Every change in the 
law represented a need that was later felt 
to be important. 

The job of a compiler is not that of 
judge. Change in time produces change 
in law. An original law becomes presently 
inapplicable, but we must respect the origi- 
nal law. 

In a compilation generalizations as such 
will not produce satisfactory results. Valid 
conclusions can come only from careful 
analysis and a full understanding of the 
law as we find it. 


Methods and Procedures 


Simple compilation means the elimina- 
tion of duplications, inconsistencies and re- 
pealed laws. 

Codification, on the other hand, implies 
change of original law. It means removing 
all barriers to efficient operation of the 
law. It means assembling the laws, organ- 
izing them, clarifying them, and making 
them work. Codification cannot be final. 
It is a milestone. It represents progress. 
Change in law will come with change in 
time and conditions. Therefore a code 


must be drawn with an eye toward organi- 
zation of material that will facilitate the 
changes that will become necessary in the 
future. Easy amendment is advantageous; 
but amendment means fighting for and 
fighting against, as new laws are presented. 

Indiana’s library laws constitute a stack 
of typewritten sheets fourteen inches high. 
Many of these laws are dead; some by re- 
peal, some by duplication, and some by 
obsolescence. 

Every library statute of Indiana has 
been collected and classified. This required 
the reading of every page of all the session 
laws from the beginning of the state’s 
existence. 

Organizing the Laws 


The library laws of the state have been 
organized under six main headings, as 
follows: 

I. Public Libraries (as such) 

II. County Libraries 


III. State Library and Historical De- 
partment, including all subdivisions 
and related functions 

IV. School Libraries 


V. Voluntary Library Associations 
VI. Special Libraries 


The work of compilation and organiza- 
tion has been completed. The reason that 
the code is not yet ready for release for 
the study of librarians and trustees is that, 
in its present form, it would be looking too 
much to today and not enough to tomorrow. 
It is necessary that every change that has 
been made in the compiling be listed and 
explained; and every revision that seems 
necessary to improve the law or make it 
work must likewise be listed and explained 
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in the form of “reviser’s recommenda- 
tions.” 
Finishing the Job 

Two principal tasks lie ahead: 

First, completion of the formal compila- 
tion, incorporating the reviser’s recom- 
mendations. 

Second, distribution of the code for 
checking and testing, leading up to its 
adoption by the two associations at their 
next annual conference. 


Editor’s note—Jean Ashman, chairman 
of the Legislative Committee, reports that 
Professor Horack has been forced by the 
pressure of the University’s war training 
program to postpone work on the Library 
Code until after January 1. The Committee 
plans to distribute the code as soon there- 
after as possible, together with a state- 


ment of explanations and instructions. 


COORDINATED ADULT EDUCATION PLANNING FOR INDIANA 


In March, 1941, the East Central Re- 
gional Conference on Adult Education and 
National Defense took place in Indianap- 
olis. This conference was one of several 
sponsored by the American Association for 
Adult Education in various sections of the 
couniry. the motivating purpose of which 
vas to encourage adult education programs 
by increasing the public understanding of 
the issues involved in the nation’s defense. 

As far as this writer is aware this con- 
ference marked one of the first, if not the 
first, concerted efforts toward the promo- 
tien cf a general adult education program 
on a more than purely local basis. Speak- 
ers on the program came from various edu- 
cational, economic, social welfare, and lay 
groups, and the attendance was regional in 
aspect. It was the general concensus of 
opinioa that theoretically speaking, the 
cause of adult education had been fur- 
thered by this period of thinking together 
on the part of adult education-conscious 
citizens. 

During the 1943 conference of the Indi- 
ana State Teachers’ Association in Indian- 
apolis a further step in the same direction 
was taken by a group of persons whose 
interest still held from the regional con- 
ference. At this time, proposals for the 
fcrmation of an adult education section of 
the Indiana State Teachers’ Association 


were discussed informally, and a commit- 
tee was appointed to make definite arrange- 
ments for a meeting on a state-wide basis, 
the purpose of which would be the forma- 
tion of an Indiana Adult Education Coun- 
cil. Accordingly invitations were issued 
to over one hundred individuals represent- 
ing both local and state communities of 
interest, to’attend a meeting on December 
7th at the Y.W.C.A., in Indianapolis. How- 
ard J. Baumgartel, executive secretary of 
the Indianapolis Church ‘Federation, pre- 
sided. Ralph McCallister, director of the 
Chicago Adult Education Council, spoke on 
“Adult Education: Its Present and Post- 
war Implications; and the Organization of 
Adult Education Councils.” Harold F. 
Brigham, director of the State Library, 
served as discussion coordinator. 

This re-emphasis on adult education in 
the state comes at a time when plans 
should be perfected to meet not only pres- 
ent needs for a better informed citizenship 
but also the inevitable postwar informal 
education needs of servicemen re-entering 
civilian life and of industrial workers re- 
lieved of the excessive pressure of wartime 
production and anxious to enter upon a 
more normal way of life.

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PRESERVATION OF LOCAL WAR MATERIAL 


During the past year, the Indiana His- 
torical Bureau has been stressing the im- 
portance of county war history collections. 
By correspondence and through the pages 
of the Indiana History Bulletin, sugges- 
tions have been made for coordinating the 
work of various interested organizations 
in order to assure a complete coverage of 
all phases of war activity in the county 
and the preservation of all kinds of war 
records. Material preserved should in- 
clude information on persons from the 
county serving in the armed forces as well 
as information on local industries, sale of 
war bonds, Red Cross activities, rationing, 
the farmer and the war, ete. 

In a number of counties, the collections 
are being made by the public library at 
the county seat. In others, the librarian is 
a member of ‘the over-all county committee 
which is directing the work. As the war 
continues, there is a growing realization 
of the value o% this local material. 

Similar collections were made during 
and following the last war, and with the 
material thus preserved it was possible for 
local committees to compile county war 
histories for many of the counties of the 
state. It is expected that the material and 
records of the present war will be arranged 
in some such permanent form after the 
close of the war. 

There are still many counties in which, 
so far as reported to the Bureau, no col- 
lections of material covering all phases 
of the county’s participation in the war 
are being made. Among these are Adams, 
Brown, Carroll, Cass, Clark, Crawford, 
Daviess, DeKalb, Elkhart, Floyd, Fulton, 
Gibson, Greene, Henry, Jackson, Jennings, 
Johnson, Madison, Montgomery, Morgan, 
Newton, Noble, Ohio, Orange, Parke, Pike, 
Pulaski, Putnam, Scott, Steuben, Switzer- 
land, Warren, Wells, and White counties. 
In many of these, various types of records 
are no doubt being compiled and preserved 


by different organizations in the county. 
The local librarian can be of great help 
in coordinating the work of these different 
groups and in making suggestions about 
material that should be preserved, thus 
assuring a complete coverage of the coun- 
ty’s participation in the war and the effect 
of the war upon the county. 

Among the state publications planned by 
the Historical Bureau after the war are a 
Gold Star Honor: Roll giving the service 
record, biographical data, and, if possible, 
a picture of each Indiana person who dies 
in the service of his country during the 
war. The volume will be similar to the 
Gold Star Honor Roll published by the 
Indiana Historical Commission (predeces- 
sor of the Bureau) following the last war 
and distributed to the libraries of the 
state. The Bureau will necessarily need 
the help of the local organizations in com- 
piling a complete record of Indiana persons 
who lose their lives in the armed forces 
and in gathering biographical information 
and pictures of these persons. 

The value of the local collections was 
well demonstrated this fall when the 
Bureau attempted to compile a preliminary 
list of persons who had died in service 
since the attack on Pearl Harbor. The 
list was compiled from a selected list of 
Indiana papers which are used in making 
up the war clipping scrapbooks in the 
Indiana Division of the State Library. Be- 
fore publication, county lists were sent to 
all counties in which some organization or 
individual was known to be compiling a 
similar record. Practically all of these 
counties were able to make corrections and 
additions, and the Gary Public Library, in 
particular, was able to add substantially 
to the Bureau’s original list for Lake 
County. 

Another postwar publication of the His- 
torical Bureau will be a volume giving in- 
formation on the Indiana men and women 
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who receive citations and decorations for 
distinguished action in battle. Here again, 
the bureau will need the help of county 
organizations in order to make the record 
complete. 


If there are any public libraries that do 
not have copies of the Gold Star Honor Roll 
of the last war, the Bureau will be glad 
to send copies as long as the supply lasts. 


INDIANA ACADEMY OF SCIENCE LIBRARY 


An exhibit illustrating the geographic 
range and subject scope of its library was 
prepared for the Indiana Academy of 
Science when it convened at Butler Uni- 
versity, October 29-30. By an agreement 
entered into in 1898 by officials of the 
society and the state librarian, the Acad- 
emy’s collection is maintained at the State 
Library. Its materials consist chiefly of 
serial publications received in exchange 
from scientific institutions and_ societies 
throughout the world. Prior to 1940 the 
Academy was on the mailing list of such 
institutions and societies in Argentina, 
Australia, Austria, Belgium, Borneo, 
Brazil, Canada, Chile, China, Colombia, 
Costa Rica, Cuba, Czechoslovakia, Den- 
mark, Ecuador, England, Finland, France, 
Germany, Greece, Guatemala, Haiti, 
Hawaii, Hungary, India, Ireland, Italy, 
Japan, Java, Latvia, Mexico, Netherlands, 
Norway, Paraguay, Peru, Philippines, Pol- 
and, Portugal, Rhodesia, Roumania, Russia, 
Salvador, Scotland, South Africa, Spain, 
Sudan, Switzerland, Tasmania, Ukrania, 
Uruguay, Venezuela, and Wales. 

With the cessation of receipts from bel- 
ligerent and occupied countries added em- 
phasis was placed upon materials from 
Latin America, and many titles were added 


from societies and scientific departments 
in South and Central America and in the 
West Indies. 

Within the United States an exchange 
relationship exists with all other state 
academies of science which publish pro- 
ceedings, journals, or bulletins; with most 
of the major scientific societies, scientific 
museums, botanical and zoological gardens; 
and with most university and college 
libraries that distribute scientific materials. 

In addition to many journals and pro- 
ceedings which include a wide variety of 
scientific and technological subjects and 
publications in such general fields as botany 
and zoology, there are included titles in 
such specific subjects as mathematics, 
astronomy, physics, chemistry, geology, 
oceanography, forestry, entomology, ornith- 
ology, geography, and archeology. 

The library’s serial holdings are listed 
in the Union List of Serials in Indiana 
Libraries and in the Gregory Union List of 
Serials, second edition. The materials are 
available to the public for reference use 
and to libraries upon loan. Nellie M. Coats 
of the State Library staff is in charge of 
the collection as librarian and exchange 
agent for the Academy.

CERTIFICATION 


The following statement and tables are 
extracted from the Annual Report of the 
Library Certification Board for the year 
ending June 30, 1943, and are presented 
for the information of librarians and li- 
brary boards. 

Several of the more important problems 
dealt with by the Certification Board dur- 
ing the year 1942-43 may be indicated as 
follows: (1) Adoption of a Temporary 
Certificate, primarily to help libraries meet 
wartime difficulties of employment. (2) 
Establishment of November 30, 1943, as the 
terminal date for issuing life certificates 
to librarians who occupied professional po- 
sitions at the time the law became effec- 
tive; this is a voluntary matter affecting 
no one in his position as of January 1, 1942, 
but only in his eligibility for other profes- 
sional positions. (3) A ruling that all 
graded certificates are life certificates valid 
for any position in Indiana of the grade 
indicated—valid, that is, for positions of

the same or lower grade but not of higher 
grade. (4) An announcement encouraging 
local library authorities to distinguish pro- 
fessional positions from non-professional 
positions, recognizing that certification ap- 
plies only to the former. (5) Recognition 
of differences in the application of certifi- 
cation regulations to large libraries as 
compared with small libraries, differences 
which obligate larger libraries to hold to 
the higher grades of certificates for their 
professional positions. (6) Discussions 
with Indiana University concerning pos- 
sible inclusion of a training program for 
public librarians in the curriculum of the 
university.

and thoughtful consideration to their an- 
ticipated needs following the war. 

Large numbers of men and women now 
in military service are expected to pursue 
educational programs after the war. Pos- 
sibly some of these students may be in- 
duced to take library training in order to 
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provide the increased number of trained 
personnel which will be needed by the 
libraries when peace comes. It seems safe 
to assume that there will be an enormously 
increased demand for books after the war. 
This will call for larger book stocks, space 
to house them, and improved methods for 
their circulation. Some thought should be 
given in advance to meeting these prob- 
lems, which seem certain to be thrust upon 
the libraries of this nation following the 
cessation of hostilities. 


We realize the burden which the war has 
placed upon library trustees and library 
staffs; that personnel has been lost to 
industry; and the training of new staff 
members has been in large measure tem- 
porarily suspended. However, the libraries 
are meeting this situation and making their 
important contribution to the war effort. 
The library has a high place in the list of 
cultural values for which the present war 
is being waged. When our men and women 
return from war, they will expect to find 
their library more efficient, more demo- 
cratic, and more helpful than ever before. 
If we do not intend to disappoint our fight- 
ing men and women, library trustees and 
librarians must give their best thought and 
effort to planning today for the library 
of tomorrow.

OHIO VALLEY REGIONAL GROUP OF CATALOGERS 


The Ohio Valley Regional Group of Cata- 
logers met at Cincinnati, Friday, Novem- 
ber 19, with H. H. Henkle, director, Proc- 
essing Department, and Lucile N. Morsch, 
chief, Descriptive Cataloging Division, 
Library of Congress, to discuss the simpli- 
fication of cataloging procedures and the 
coordination of Library of Congress prac- 
tices with the A.L.A. Catalog Rules when 
these are adopted and to propose further 
expansion of cooperative cataloging. 

Specific proposals concerning L. C. prac- 
tices submitted for discussion by Miss 
Morsch included: 

1. Descriptive cataloging: 

That separates and closed serials 
issued by societies and institutions 
which have changed name be entered 
under the official name of the body 
at the time of issue rather than under 
the latest name and that authority 
cards tracing the history of the in- 
stitution’ be made with added entries 
for each name. The merit advanced 
is that cards for publications pre- 
viously cataloged do not need to be 
revised with every change of title. 
The objection raised is that sets may 
be separated on the shelves. 

That the use of the three dots of 
omission be discontinued except where 
the title is cut. 

That the publisher’s name_ be 
omitted when author and publisher 
are the same. 

That collation be simplified by stat- 
ing the last numbered page of each 
of the principal parts of the book 
and the first numbered page if it is 
not one, omitting preliminary leaves 
and unnumbered pages, and’ by giv- 
ing only one list of illustrations, dis- 
continuing the use of the terms in- 
cluding, diagrams, tables, plates, 
folded, double, mounted. An excep- 
tion would probably be made for early 
imprints, rare books, art books, etc. 


That notes giving physical descrip- 
tion of the book be omitted. 

That contents be omitted. Those 
who objected pointed out that con- 
tents may serve as analytics. 

2. Cooperative cataloging: 

That copy for L.C. printed cards 
be submitted by some local library 
for material in the following fields: 
state documents and local imprints. 

That copy be submitted by college 
and university libraries for the re- 
spective university press _ books, 
theses, and publications of depart- 
ments, divisions, and experiment sta- 
tions. 

Such cooperative cataloging is to be 
on a voluntary basis, and decisions 
as to what material should be cata- 
loged will be left largely to the co- 
operating library. 

3. Analytics: 

That analytics for publications in- 
dexed in any standard index be dis- 
continued. 

Miss Morsch and Mr. Henkle have pre- 
sented these topics to various groups of 
regional catalogers throughout the United 
States, and the forthcoming changes, if 
any, in L. C. practices will be based upon 
opinions expressed at these meetings or in 
letters to the Library of Congress. 

Indiana catalogers attending the confer- 
ence were Ruth Wallace, Margaret Griffith, 
and Verna Hankemeier of the Indianapolis 
Public Library; Nellie M. Coats and Mary 
E. Schell of the Indiana Sate Library; 
Margaret Sullivan of Purdue University; 
Faye Cantrall of Butler University; and 
Edna A. Wells, Florence Dunham, and 
Josephine Sachtjen of Indiana University. 

Mrs. Hankemeier, who is first assistant 
in the catalog department of the Indian- 
apolis Public Library, was elected general 
chairman of the group for 1944, and Miss 
Wells, head of the catalog department of 
Indiana University, was elected secretary.

THE I. L. A. CONFERENCE 


The I.L.4. Conference held October 6-8 
at the Lincoln Hotel, Indianapolis, joined 
forces with the I.L.T.A. and with the A.L.A. 
for the primary purpose of conducting the 
Third Indiana Library Institute on War 
and Postwar Issues. The attendance at 
all of the meetings was most gratifying, 
and enthusiastic reports have been received. 
This Institute emphasized the practical 
ways and means which libraries may em- 
ploy to promote public understanding of 
war and postwar problems. 

In addition to the Institute the conference 
program included business meetings of the 
two associations, a final general session 
dealing with current books, and a “Books 


and Authors War Bond Rally,” which cli-. 


maxed a state-wide library war bond cam- 
paign. 

The complete program of the conference 
accompanies this report. 

The business meeting of I.L.A. was held 
on Friday morning, following the joint 
meeting of the two associations at which 
Professor Frank E. Horack, Jr. had dis- 
cussed the codification of Indiana library 
laws. Miss Reeve, who became acting 
president after Mr. Paul Howard’s re- 
moval to Washington, presided. The com- 
mittee reperts were read in full, and lively 


discussion followed several of them. Much 
interest was shown in the report of the 
special committee which had prepared a 
plan for honoring trustees with citations. 
This plan was adopted (see page 215). Two 
citations were then granted, one to Mrs. 
J. F. Brenneman of Columbia City, and one 
to Judge Ora L. Wildermuth of Gary. 

The association by action provided that, 
if at any time during the war, a meeting 
may: not be held, the annual election of 
officers is to be conducted by mail. 

At the Friday afternoon session, Virginia 
Kirkus of the Virginia Kirkus Bookshop 
Service, New York, delighted her listeners 
with a talk that was interesting and in- 
spiring on “Noteworthy Books of Current 
Interest.”

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THE I. L. T. A. CONFERENCE 


The thirty-fifth annual conference of the 
Indiana Library Trustees Association was 
held jointly with the Indiana Library As- 
sociation in Indianapolis, October 6-8, 1943. 
The program of the joint meetings as pub- 
lished (page 208) constitutes the record of 
those combined meetings. 

At the separate business session of the 
I.L.T.A., October 8, attention was called 
to the cost of notarizing and returning 
state vouchers issued by many libraries 
for the payment of dues. More than 10% 
of the $2.00 dues often is used for their 
collection. It was decided to ask libraries 
to pay by check or money order whenever 
possible to do so. Consent was given for 
the payment of $25.00 for a contributing 
membership in the American Library Asso- 
ciation. A sum of $25.00 was voted to the 
president for his use in attending the Mid- 
winter A.L.A. Council Meeting and a sum 
of $75.00 for attending the A.L.A. Annual 
Conference ~.if held). In case he cannot 
attend, the same sum will be paid for the 
use of the person appointed as substitute. 
The question as to whether the notice of 
dues is always presented by the librarian 
to the library board was discussed. It is 
hoped that some plan may be evolved by 
which this notice will come to the direct 
attention of the president of the board. 

A vote of thanks was tendered to Mrs. 
George C. Baum, outgoing secretary-treas- 
urer for her eight years of service. 

Following the adjournment of the busi- 
ness session, luncheon was served to fifty 
trustees, guests, and librarians. Mr. Ben- 
son presented the guests of honor, namely 
Lieutenant Ray S. Donaldson, former presi- 
dent, home on furlough, and Mrs. Frederick 
G. Balz, state senator for Marion County. 
Mr. Donaldson spoke briefly of his apprecia- 
tion at being able to attend the meeting.

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BOOKS AND AUTHORS BOND DRIVE AND RALLY 


A report on the part which the libraries 
of Indiana played in the October War Bond 
Drive is offered “for the record.” It was 
the first time a state-wide group undertook 
to promote a “Books and Authors” bond 
campaign and therefore acted as a prov- 
ing ground for such efforts under consider- 
ation elsewhere. All publicity and activi- 
ties were reported to the War Finance 
Committee in Washington so that the ma- 
terial could be used to aid in any future 
undertakings of the kind. 

Librarians throughout the state, the 
staffs of the Indianapolis Public Library 
and of the State Library, and club women 
of Indianapolis took part in the campaign 
which was officially sponsored by the Indi- 
ana Library Association and the Indiana 
Library Trustees Association. Especial 
thanks go to Mrs. Irene M. Strieby, librar- 
ian of the Eli Lilly Co., for her untiring 
activity as general chairman and to J. W. 
Van Briggle, of the Railroadmen’s Federal 
Savings and Loan Association of Indian- 
apolis, who directed bond sales organization 
and promotion. It would be impossible to 
name the many people who gave their time 
and effort to the work of the campaign. 
With a final total of $2,059,432 in bonds 
credited to libraries and the four excellent 
speakers for the War Bond Rally on Octo- 


ber 7, namely Carl Van Doren, Franklin 
P. Adams, Ilka Chase, and Cleo Dawson, 
a successful drive can be credited to the 
libraries of Indiana. 

The manuscript of Booth Tarkington’s 
Kate Fennigate, auctioned off at the Rally, 
now resides in the vault of the Indianapolis 
Public Library. Sold to Morris Goodman 
as the highest bidder at $27,500, it is valu- 
able and unique. Not only is it the original 
typewritten copy which Mr. Tarkington 
dictated to his secretary, but it also con- 
tains his own corrections and his own 
drawings indicating how he wished. it illus- 
trated. 

Elizabeth Ohr, head of the committee 
on awards, reports that the towns taking 
part in the Books and Authors Bond Drive 
were arranged in population groups, and 
the one in each group reporting the larg- 
est bond sales per capita was allowed to 
make its choice from the eight manuscripts 
offered as prizes. Each winner was al- 
lowed to choose in the order of the amount 
of money raised in that community. Jasper 
and Pennville, since they were not present 
to make their choices known, were given, 
in addition to the manuscript, autographed 
books.

PROBLEMS OF THE SMALL LIBRARY: A REPORT TO THE 
I. L. A. CONFERENCE 


To ascertain the nature of the problems 
confronting small libraries, the Committee 
sent a letter to thirty librarians in towns 
with a population of 5,000 or less, asking 
them to describe their problems and their 
attempts to solve them. The replies re- 
vealed that the following problems are 
pressing: 


Finances. In many libraries funds are 
not available for expansion and, in some 
cases, not even for upkeep of buildings. 
Lack of funds is also responsible for many 
personnel problems. 


Personnel. 


Staff turnover has greatly 
increased, 


and since the library cannot 
match the salaries paid in industries, it is 
impossible to secure the type of assistant 
desirable. 


Circulation. Circulation has definitely de- 
clined. Nearly all who cited this problem 
emphasized the decline in juvenile circula- 
tion and mentioned expansion of school 
library services and competition of organ- 
ized activities. 


Relations with library boards. Many 
library boards are indifferent; they fail to 
assume responsibility and support progres- 
sive library programs. 


Extension of service. Librarians find 
that citizens of neighboring communities 
desire library service, which the librarians 
are more than willing to give, but no 


organized effort is made to affiliate with 
a library. 

Library routine. Too much of the librar- 
ian’s time is consumed by mechanical 
duties, leaving little time for work which 
is really professional. Public relations 
suffer. 

The Committee suggests the following as 
possible lines of action in solving some 
of these problems: 

A uniform plan might be worked out for 
presenting small library problems to library 
boards in the hope that an informed board 
would try to secure an increase in budgets. 

A concentrated effort should be made to 
cut library mechanics to a minimum. 

Many important problems not mentioned 
here were stated by only one or two librari- 
ans. If the investigation had been complete, 
the frequency of these problems would have 
been established, and accurate analysis 
could have been made. The replies revealed 
that some librarians have worked out solu- 
tions to problems which are puzzling others. 
Obviously these experiences should be 
pooled. The Committee, therefore, recom- 
mends that the investigation be completed 
and that provision be made for establish- 
ing contact between librarians, by mail now 
and through meetings later—possibly at 
next year’s I. L. A. convention.

The following plan was adopted at the annual conference on October 8, 1943.

that the Indiana Library Asso-

1) That a standing committee to 
be known as the Trustees 
Citation Committee consisting 
of three members shall be ap- 
pointed by President Reeve no 
later than November 15, 1943;

State. Library and the presi- 
dent of the Indiana Library 
Association shall be considered 
exofficio members of this com- 
mittee. 

That citations may be made 
each year, or not at all for 
several years, according to 
the judgment of the Commit- 
tee, depending upon whether 
one or more names with suffi- 
cient outstanding achievement 
records has or have been 
brought to its attention. 
That equal consideration shall 
be given trustees of small and 
large libraries, public and 
other libraries of the state of 
Indiana. 

That the Committee may 
take into consideration state 
library activities as well as 
service to the local library. 
That citations shall be lim- 
ited to trustees, members of 
the Indiana Library Trustees 
Association, in actual service 
in an Indiana library during 
at least a part of the calendar 
year preceding the time at 
which the award is made. 
That citations need not be 
based on work done during 
the preceding year alone but 
may be based on cumulative 
years of activity. 

That recommendations for 
citations may be submitted by 
any library board, any indi- 
vidual library trustee, any 
member of the Indiana Li- 
brary Association, the state 
library extension agency, the 
state librarian, the Indiana 
Library Trustees  Associa- 
tion, the Trustees Section of 
the American Library Asso- 
ciation, but all recommenda- 
tions must be accompanied by 
a full record of the candi- 
date’s achievements.

G. Melcher, president of the R. R. Bowker 
Company, editor of Publisher’s Weekly, and 
former vice-president of I.L.A., writes: “I 
still would like to do something like this 
to keep my contact with the state which did 
so much for me in five years and where I 
first got deeply interested in libraries.”

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BOOM OR BOOMERANG? 


The Boom in Books, an article in the 
November, 1943, issue of Fortune, points 
out that Americans are buying books in 
record numbers due to new mass production 
and mass distribution methods of publish- 
ers, and that -this places large responsi- 
bility for maintaining or raising the stand- 
ards of our literature upon the publishers 
themselves. If they do not assume this 
responsibility, it is probable that as the 
number of readers increases, the books 
they read will become poorer and poorer. 

With many books available for a small 
sum at the corner drug store, the “ten- 
cent” store, the grocery store, or gasoline 
station, will Mr. Average American use 


his public library less for both informa- 
tional and recreational reading? Will the 
librarian have fewer opportunities to guide 
the reading of the community? Will the 
tastes of the library’s patrons be lowered 
until worthwhile books stand on the shelves 
and the inferior books have a large circu- 
lation? Or is it possible that mass distribu- 
tion of books, by increasing the amount of 
book reading and the number of book read- 
ers, may prove to be a stimulant to library 
use? 

These are questions that librarians may 
wel: be pondering today as they plan for 
tomorrow. The article in Fortune is 
timely and highly thought-provoking. 
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Members of the senior troop -of Girl 
Scouts at Alexandria instituted a wartime 
aid project in November. They are giving 
their time for such work as shelving books, 
collecting overdue books, and general page 
work at the public library. 

Mary McCarthy, formerly librarian of 
the University School at Indiana Univer- 
sity, is now reference librarian at the 
Anderson Public Library. She succeeds 
Margaret Turk, who is now at Charleston, 
Illinois. The first of a series of meetings 
arranged for kindergarten mothers’ clubs 
of the city was held in October when the 
Helen A. Wesp Mothers’ Club of the 
Seventh Street School met in the Peter 
Pan Room of the library to hear Mrs. Irene 
Lovdal, head of the children’s department, 
describe the privileges and facilities of the 
room. Lois Ringo, the librarian, spoke be- 
fore the Alpha Delta Omega literary 
sorority of Anderson in October. Her talk, 
“Library Service for Everybody,” included 
a brief history of the library and explained 
how books are ordered and classified for 
public use. She also mentioned the Indiana 
Room which will be open soon. 

The Cannelton Library Board has ap- 
pointed Mrs. Elizabeth May as the new 


librarian. Mrs. Theodore Sprinkle resigned 
in September. Mrs. May’s assistant is 
Mrs. Jacob’ Roland. . . . Connersville’s 


name should be added to the list of libraries 
compiling an alphabetical catalog of the men 
and women of their county who are in 
service. ... Bess Rothenberger, assistant 
librarian at the Delphi Public Library for 
a number of years, resigned in November 
to become assistant secretary of the Peoples 
Building and Loan Association. 

Governor Schricker reappointed Ethel F. 
McCollough, Evansville librarian, for the 
four-year term as a member of the Indiana 
Library Certification Board. Recent resig- 
nations from the public library staff are 
Pearl McCune, head of the Central bindery 


department, and Katherine Wilson, secre- 
tary to Miss McCollough. Joyce Walker 
succeeds Miss McCune, and Mrs. Mabel L. 
Johnson has become Miss McCollough’s 
new secretary. ... Ruth Fedde assumed 
her duties as librarian at the Franklin 
Public Library on November 1. She had 
served eleven years as the head of the 
Lowell Public Library. Miss Fedde suc- 
ceeds Mrs. George Hunter, who resigned 
several months ago. 

An example of cooperation among librar- 
ies and other organizations to extend 
library service is reported in an October 
issue of the Gary Post-Tribune. The public 
libraries of Gary, Hammond, East Chicago 
and Whiting provide books for the Parra- 
more Sanitarium library, sponsored by the 
Lake County Tuberculosis Association, 
which contributes a substantial sum to- 
ward the librarian’s salary. Beta Rho 
chapter of the Tri-Kappa sorority fur- 
nishes magazine subscriptions. Mrs. Burton 
Glueck, head of the extension department 
at Gary for the last four years, has re- 
signed. Mrs. Glueck plans to make her 
home with her parents in St. Joseph, Mis- 
souri. Mrs. Russell Gaunt, who has been 
head of the Bailey branch, is her successor. 
The Miller branch of the Gary Public 
Library system announces a new address: 
546 South Lake. Martha Taylor is in 
charge. Mrs. Dorothy L. Mitchell now is 
the librarian of the East Side branch, and 
Lydia Kirchoff succeeds Mrs. Mitchell as 
order librarian. Mrs. Andrew Lobo has 
returned to Bailey branch as first assistant 
following a leave of absence. Richard B. 
Sealock, acting librarian at Gary, an- 
nounced that a branch was installed in the 
Merrillville High School at the beginning 
of the school year. Books for this branch 
have been provided by the Gary library, 
but the school furnishes quarters as well 
as the salary of the librarian, Charlotte 
McClure, a graduate of Ball State Teachers 
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College. The branch supplements trailer 
service to Merrillville. 

Another branch of the Gary system re- 
ports that citizens of Griffith interested in 
the improvement and extension of library 
service in the community met in Septem- 
ber to form a Friends of the Library group. 
The immediate problem before the new 
association is the enlarging of the library’s 
income to provide a children’s wing and to 
increase the services already offered by 
the library. Mail service has been insti- 
tuted to speed the delivery of books to 
patrons outside the city. 

Maxine Batman succeeds Winnie Arnold 
as children’s librarian in charge of the 
Peter Pan room at the Goshen Public Li- 
brary. Miss Batman has been librarian 
of the Roachdale library for the last two 
years. ... The I. M. Bridgman Library 
of Indiana History is to be established at 
Hanover College as a result of an endow- 
ment of $2,500 from the estate of Mrs. 
Bridgman. cording to Dr. A. G. Parker, 
president of Hanover, the interest from the 
fund is to be used to add new books to the 
collection each year. 

Evelyn R. Sickels, for several years head 
of the schools division of the Indianapolis 
Public Library, is now the supervisor of 
work with children, succeeding the late 
Carrie Scott. Her training at Mount Holy- 
oke College and the Carnegie Library 
School in Pittsburgh and her experience 
as children’s librarian in New York, Gal- 
veston, and Evansville and as librarian at 
Manual Training High School fit her ad- 
mirably for this important post. Miss 
Sickels is the author of two books, The 
Pet Parade and The School Bell Rings, and 
of many short stories. Dorothy L. Gray, a 
member of the schools division since 1938, 
succeeds Miss Sickels as head of that de- 
partment. Miss Gray was graduated from 
Butler and received her library degree 
from Western Reserve University at Cleve- 
land. Mrs. Esther Jones Cook, a former 
staff member, has been appointed a junior 
assistant at the East Washington branch. 
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As in ali libraries there have a!so been 
resignations at the Indianapolis Public. 
Kathleen Reidy has accepted a position in 
the Cincinnati Public Library system. 
Agatha Griffin resigned to take a job in a 
war plant. Marguerite Vance resigned Sep- 
tember 17 and is now working for the 
Moynahan Apartments Company in Indian- 
apolis. Ann Breyer, senior assistant at 
the Haughville branch, gave up her posi- 
tion September 6.
